020 Ihegene#al—sepwees

The dlrector of general services ageney—el#eeter—shall also act as the purchasmg agent
pursuant to Chapter 2.36 of this county code. The director of general services agency
director-shall be appointed by, and serve at the will and pleasure of the county

SECTION 2: Section 2.11.020 Qualifications of the general services agency
director of the County Code shall be amended as follows:

2.11.020 - Qualifications forof-the director of general services-agency-director.

The director of general services-ageney-director shall possess a combination of
training, education, and experience that provides the knowledge, skills, abilities and
competencies necessary for the successful management of the general services
department. Typically s/he shall have graduated from an accredited four-year college or
university with a bachelor's degree in_construction management, business

admlnlstratlon publlc administration_or a related fleld—engﬁﬂreeﬂng—mdeetﬂal—aﬁe

aelemen— five years of merea&nngy—Feepens#ele management-keye\l experlence W|th a
DUb|IC sector agency, constructlon management, bundlnq faC|I|t|es or architectural
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SECTION 3: Section 2.11.030 Duties of general services agency director of the
County Code shall be amended as follows:

2.11.030 — Duties of director of general services-agency-director.

The director of general services agenecy-director-shall generally advise, assist,
and be responsible to the county administrator beard-ef-supervisoers-for the proper and
efficient admlnlstpafﬂeprmanaqement of the county general serwces degartmen ageney
and shall: —Fhe-gene =
to:

(@) Plan, organize, and direct the activities of the general services
department-ageney including but not limited to building and facilities
maintenance, architectural services, fleet services, purchasing and
property management;

(b) Represent the county before public and private groups,
professional associations and public agencies in matters related to

the general services department; Oversee-all-areas-of the-general

(cHg)-OverseeSupervise the preparation and administration of the

general services departmentageney budget;
(d) Act as the purchasing agent pursuant to Chapter 2.36 of this county

code;
{h)(e) Supervise and evaluate the performance of assigned staff and
oversee all personnel matters, including hiring, reassignments,

discipline_and separation-ard-terminating of employees as
appropriate:.
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SECTION 4: This ordinance shall take effect and be in full force and effect thirty
(30) days after its passage; and before the expiration of fifteen (15) days after passage
of this ordinance, it shall be published once with the names of the members of the
Board of Supervisors voting for and against the ordinance in The Tribune, a newspaper
of general circulation published in the County of San Luis Obispo, State of California.
